Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that Schorr does not 
disclose an automated preflight module at the designer location "automatically establishing a link to the print service provider location" has 
been fully considered, in response examiner wants to point out that the system of Schorr is interconnected over a network such as the 
Internet, since it say the system is interconnected it is becomes clear that an automatic link between the print client and service provider is 
indeed established when the client request for the service. Applicant's argument that Applicant explicitly claimed that the automated 
preflight module is located "at the designer location". Schorr's analyzer 1 1 1 , which is described in column 3, lines 1 0-29 cited by the 
Examiner, is not located at the designer location, has been fully considered, in response the analyzer its being used at the system location 
accesed by the client in order to perform the remote proofing as explained by the previous citations column 3, lines 10-29.
